made by the Pzince of Parma 
> againſt the towne of Corbeyll, 

— S and the valiant reſiſfance which 
the Subics of the French ing made againſt them. 
Where, after the ſaide Pzince of Parma had b2ought 
his power, and placed his Cannons to batter the 
Towne of Corbeyll: the Townes men did generallye 
conſent to fight it out, hauing vbefoze locked vp their 
Gates, andin the reſiſtance lew many of the P2zince 
of ?2armas power, in th2 hot and ſeuerall ſkirmiſhes, 
Neuerthelcs (ſuch was the wcaknes of the ſaid townſe 
men of Cocbeyll, that they were conſtrained to tome 
to the walies of the ſaide Towne, and to require pars 
lep with the Pꝛince, and thereby ſing euidentlp that 
the Pzince was ſtrong and well furniſhed with men 
and munition, and bzaſſe pœtes fo2 battry they offred 
to yeelde vp the (aide Towne tothe Pzince , conditios 
nalip that hc would graunt them their lines,and that 
they might departe with bagge and baggage : but the 
Jaince of Parma contrarye to his fozmer pꝛoctedings 
in the Lowe Cuntries, Ton only denyed them of — 
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Mrumpets ſom 
deadlypoints of Marre, — begth ; moſt fierce 
and ſharpeaſſaulte on both des, which continued two 
howzes together, where was great loſſe of blod on 
both ſides, but in the end the Þ I Parma betame 
victoz,and To did put enery 
ltiaing creature to the — was found there 
aliue : this was a grievous laughter, where people 
enhabiting and keeping the Towne to their Kings vie, 
pet miſerably put to þ word without any iuſt cauſe. 
But herein no teaſon might ſerue, none might eſcape, 
noꝛ none pꝛeſentlp reuenge. 

Now when the ſaive Towne of Corbeyll was 
wonne,and the Jnhabitants wofully put to þ ſwezd, 
the Duke cauſed many tofall to labour, and to foztefis 
againe the great bzeache with Stone, which by fozce 
of Cannon he had befoze-made; and therby went into 
the (aide Towne of Corbeyll . and ther-vponhe imme⸗ 
diatly placed a garyſon of choſen @ouldtours in the 
ſaide Towne, and fo departed, 

The Ringes Pateſtie of Fraunce hearing of the 
loſſe of this Zowne;twke the ſame very graeuouſly, e⸗ 
ſpecially fo2 the loſſe of ſo many of his god and faith⸗ 
full ſubieas Caine in the ſame ; whoſe liues — moze 
eſteemed 
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elleemed las he ſaide)then of tenne ſuch Townes, in 
reſpec wherof he vowed to reuenge the ſame ſo lone 
as time and octaſton would ſerue. 

Sone after the dings Maieſſ ie appointed Moun· 
ror de Cheuery being a bzane man at armes,polliticke., 
and hardis, ta make choice af ſame number, 
ol his beſt and appzouedſt oantoiauts, ande marche 
fozward towards the ſaid Towne ol Corbey rain 
him charge to reuenge the great wꝛong befoze 
upon his gad labiecs, by thoſe: Mallons and Spa — 
ſouldiours planted like vſurpers in garyſon to 
and kerpe the tam Towne to the vſe of the Pzincs 
Patma*whichto perfoꝛme, the ſaide Mounſier de Ch 


uery let lippe na god occaſion that might be offred,foz : 


in the evening befoze d. Martins day laſt paſt, the ſaide 
Mounſier de Cheuery knowing it was a night of great 
quaffing obſerued among the Wallons and thoſe in 
Garyſon, ſtaid and would not goe foʒ ward oz come be. 
foꝛe the ſuid Towne. vntill it were moze towards the 
dead of the night, whereby thoſe in the towne had na 
cauſe ot doubt, and therfoze dzunke frelye ; but about 
twelue of the Clock that night, the Binges power 
came befoze the ſaide towne, which being ſecret! y don 
like men vnlakedſo; : luddainly made a fierce t ſtrong 

aſſaalt vpon the ſame, and pzaiſcd by fo2ce and poll 
tie the retouer g therof againe: now the Mallons and 
Spanich Garyſon incloſed within the ſaide town, ha⸗ 
uing daunk hard moſt parte ofthe day, and then vpon 
a ſyVains tobs'wak ont-of their dead flxpe by the 
thandzing -reat beaches and wapes 
foz the Kings @ouldiours to enter the ſaid towne, ran 
as halfe deſperate tu the walles and made a very foz- 
teable reſiſtanco which tont inued all that night,nener- 
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Tone was wonne again vnto theKing by foꝛte, the 
Bings power entered in at the ſame bzeache which 
the Pꝛince had befoze entred, ſo that whatſoener the 
pinte of Patma might da, it could not pꝛeuaile, tbaugb 
hearing thereof, he ſent a power of @paniards to ſuc⸗ 
tour theth, which tame ta late, and were 6 glad 60 get 
them ar o fo2 feare of then liuen. 
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zifoners, and aine in 
the run Towne, who muff pape well 5 raun- 
ſome err they depar te. 

In this Towne the Minges eoduldidurs found 200 
fatteDren,fower hundzeththape;eauing ſome Caine 
tone dꝛeſt, and ſome alu. 

There was alto taken 4. bzaſen partes, and 2. Can⸗ 
nons teadye charged, many @paniſh Enſignes, which 
but latelpe had bene diſplaped in and about the (aide 
Towne of Cocbryl in triamphe ol the ſaide vigoꝛie, 
and dwne in deſpite of the Uings Maieſtte of trance: 
were now ta den, and thoſe that diddiſplay and defend 
te lame, wete cuery man ta nen pnſoner oꝝ flaine, ſo 
that not one man eſcaped to teil the newes to his fa- 
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oz ſpetiall att ount. Dn the enemies ſide beſides the 
number afozeſaide : there was ſaine Cheuallicr de 
Auinall, who was one of the moſt chafeſt warriozs 
on the Leagers ſive: this Cheuallicr de Aumall had 
pꝛonided great ſtoze of vicualles entending there- 
withtohate virtaailed the Cittie of Paris, which vet 
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
